Highway plan could 
pave way for hotel

WILMINGTON- The Board of 
Selectmen endorsed a highway 
improvement plan, that could 
allow a hotel to be built adjacent 
to the Interstate 93/Route 125 in- 
terchange: 

Selectmen voted to support Al- 
ternative 2A, one of three alterna- 
tives proposed for the I-93/Route 
125 interchange by the Massachu- 
setts Highway Department 
(MHD). 

Alternative 2A is the only one of 
the three alternatives that would 
establish access from Route 125 to 
a 50 acre parcel of land owned by 
Robert Corey. 

Corey intends to put a hotel on 
the property, and said he has 
been contacted by several promi- 
nent national developers. 

“It’s the finest location north of 
Boston,” Corey said. “[Wilming- 
ton] would have a first class con- 
vention center and hotel.” 

Corey has verbally agreed to 
donate a 2,000 square foot portion 
of his land required for the inter- 
change improvements to MHD, if 
the town supported Alternative 
2A, and cooperated with him to 
rezone the land for a hotel use. 


According to Planning and Con- 
servation Director Lynn Duncan, 
the Corey land could be rezoned 
through “contract zoning,” in 
which the town would rezone the 
land to suit the developer, and the 
developer in-4urn.could voluntari-~: 


ly limit the scope. of the projegt. «.* 


In this case, limiting’ the project 
to a hotel and conference center. 
Rezoned land must receive town 
meeting approval. 
However, if the state ultimately 
does not choose Alternative 2A, 
Corey said he would not donate 
his land, which would require the 
state to take it through eminége 
domain. 

“If [Alternative] 2A is approved, 
the town could get tax revenue,” 
said Corey. “If not, I'll be alright, 
and the town gets nothing.” ° 
Corey had won the right to build 
an industrial subdivision on the 
land in 1991, after a procedural 
error rendered the Planning 
Board’s review of the project null 
and void. 

The error occurred when Corey 
filed for an extension with the 
Planning Board, and the exten- 
sion request was not filed with the 
town clerk, Duncan said. 
Selectmen. supported Alterna- 
tive 2A, to prevent access to the 
Corey property through the 
Ainsworth Road residential area. 
However, Selectman Mike 
McCoy was concerned with the 
effect of a Corey Property devel-

TEWKSBURY- Officer William 
‘Tumenas was placed on unpaid sus- 
pension by the Tewksbury Police 
Department on July 29, following 
his indictment by a Middlesex 
County Grand Jury on three charges 
involving minors. 

Tumenas was indicted on one 
count of indecent assault and bat- 
tery on a person over the age of 14, 
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and two counts of furnishing alco- 
holic beverages to a minor. He was 
arraigned in Cambridge Superior 
Court on July 26. 

The indecent assault and bat- 
tery charge stems from an alleged 
incident occurring at the Livingston 
Street Teen Center on June 21, where 
an on-duty Tumenas is said to have 
touched the buttocks of a 15-year- 
old girl. 

In the process of investigating 
this incident, town police, state po- 
1 lice and the District Attorneys of- 
fice also encountered facts that 
suggested Tumenas provided two 
19-year-old females with alcohol,

samples and cultivate the bacte- 
ria we find in them,” Morrow 
said. The proposal calls for col- 
jlecting sediment samples from 
the ditch, cultivating the bacteria 
{found in them, and returning the 
jbacteria to the ditch in the hope 
they will degrade the pollutants. 

A plastic pipe with holes will be 
installed below ground in the 
ditch housing the nutrients and 
éultivated bacteria. A small air 
compressor will be installed to 
provide an air supply to the bac- 
teria in the pipe. “We'll have a 
temporary wooden box, a ply- 
Wood structure, to house the air 
¢ompressor and supply of nutri- 
ents for the bacteria,” Morrow 
gaid. “We'll have a temporary 
post to run the power, but for sur- 


"Wall the work will be done by 
iand. Not much digging will be 
hecessary,” Morrow said. He said 
that after the system is working 
for a month, more sampling will 
take place. “After about six 
months, and then again after a 
year, samples of the sediments 
will be collected and analyzed,” 


he said. The sampling is neces- 
sary to assure the process is 
working. 

He said that they don’t plan to 
generate any waste, so no 
removal trucks will be necessary. 
The area is not located within 100 
feet of any private water supply, 
so any remedial materials will 
not migrate or impact water sup- 
plies. Also, the project material 
will not impact the functioning of 
the soils or surrounding facilities. 
“We plan to have an open house 
in September or October on the 
facility te show what we're 
doing,” Morrow said. He said 
that the installation process is not 
expected to last more than sixty 
days. 

The great debate about the run- 
off stream located at Rotary Pond 
has ended. Alan Altman, owner 
of the property the stream cross- 
es, was present for the final dis- 
cussion. He seeks to develop the 
land and,,needed the Commis- 
sion’s, determination ..about,:the 
nature of the stream before he 
could proceed. 

“The' fact that we’re in a dry 
period does not mean [the brook 
does not exist]. Many perennial 


are dry,” John Keeley, 
Assistant Director of Planning 
and Conservation said. He said 
that because of the construction 
activity in the area, there has 
been dewatering and it has affect- 
ed the water level of the pond. 
“Rotary Pond is low, but it’s 
perennial and not dry. When 
they’re dewatering, the ground 
water is lowered,” Keeley added. 

“I certainly recognize that rea- 
sonable minds can disagree. I’m 
not offended by this discussion,” 
said Alan Altman, owner of the 
property where the stream is lo- 
cated. “It could be called a close 
one.” He said he understands 
that the Commission must deal 
with presumptions. 

Keeley said that there are a 
number of factors which could 
contribute to the current no-flow 
condition, the same factors that 
have produced no-flow conditions 
in perennial streams in town like 
Lubbers and Maple Meadow 
Brooks. The Commission deter- 
mined that the stream does 
indeed exist and it is perennial, 
not intermittent. They made a 
motion for a positive determina- 
tion.

League made its debut, and over 
thenext few years until 1980, Aslanis 
Fisheries, Jack’s team, dominated 
the league with battles against 
Rocco’s and Doyle’s Hardware. 

“If there’s one thing that both- 
ered me over the years,” said 
Cushing before interrupting him- 
self with a new thought. “My wife 
used to help out here in the conces- 
sion stand and the only reason why 
she left was she got sick and tired of 
hearing people say ‘Jack’s teams’ 
only win because he’s the commis- 
sioner, and he pays the (umpires).’ 

“I guess you have to accept that 
as the commissioner, and I really 
don’t care what people say about 
me. But I thought that was a slap in 
the face to the ballplayers (on those 
teams).” 

In 1980, coinciding with the town's 
250th anniversary, Cushing started 
yet another event for Wilmington 
people to do - the Battle of the 
Classes, a softball tournament dur- 
ing Memorial Day Weekend that 
saw individual classes of the gradu- 
ates of Wilmington High play 
against each other in what became 
asplendid jammed packed fun filled 
tournament that included jammed 


“The last few years (Jack’s team) 
were the State B Champions, run- 

ners up to Class A, winning a Na- 
tional A title in North Carolina and 
winning a major tournament here 
in Wilmington. Winning that B title 
in the first year of playing together 
was really something I'll never for- 

et. 

“And that’s the one thing that'll 
really treasure as I leave softball. 
In all of my teams that I coached 
(in National tournaments) almost 
all of my players came from 
Wilmington. One year I took play- 
ers from out of town and it killed 
me. I'll take guys from Wilmington 
any day. 

* (During the National Tourna-

he has going now, he said several 
people have stepped forward and 
he hopes that he or she keeps his 
one big rule. 

“I’ve worked very hard over the 
years of keeping this a Wilmington 
league,” he said of having just people 
from this town eligible to play. “I 
hope in the future it wouldn’t be 
open for out-of-towners. 

“I would think that I've been 
pretty successful in developing 
things for the town of Wilmington, 
getting Wilmington people involved 
in Wilmington things. And I sure 
hope this league stays that way, 
Wilmington people, because there’s 
a lot of good people here.” 

About 15 years of this writer's 
summers’ have also been spent 
down at the Town Park as a scorer, 
as a player, as a coach and as-a 
volunteer. And it was 15 very en- 
joyable years, with a lot of credit 
going to Jack Cushing. Wilmington 
adult softball will never bethe same 
without Jack Cushing, and the good 
people of Wilmington certainly 
know that.

Big renovations at Coolidge

READING - When Coolidge 
Middle School students head 
back to class this Fall, they 
might have to carry around a 
map with them - this won't be 
the same school they left when 
school let out in June. 

A good chunk of the renova- 
tion and expansion project cur- 
rently underway at the school is 
taking place over the summer 
months, to cause the least dis- 
ruption to the school day while 
students are in class. 

After Reading voters rejected 
building a new school on 
Dividence Road during the 1998- 
99 school year, the Coolidge pro- 
ject became the only construc- 


tion program on the horizon for | 


the Reading school system, 
which has been trying to 
improve and upgrade some of 
the antiquated school,facilities 
in that town. 

Last year the School 
Committee selected Seaver 
Construction of Woburn to do 
the work at the school, under 
the direction of the Hingham- 
based architectural firm of 
Strekalovsky & Hoit, Inc. 

Seaver construction workers 
arrived at the site around mid- 
October of 1998, and then fenced 
and secured the work area 
around the base of operations. 

Seaver personnel then began 
working on the foundation of the 
project and excavating the area 
to the rear of the building. The 
workers then cleared and stock- 
piled the loam on the playfield, 
extended the playfield into the 
hillside, constructed the base for 
the parking lot on the western 

end of the school, and installed 
footings for the new addition. 

Seaver workers, once much of 

the foundation work was com- 
pleted, began work on expand- 
ing the cafeteria area as well. 

Seaver personnel have noted

In a recent letter to parents, 
McGrath wrote, “Everyone is 
busy at the Dolbeare preparing 
for opening day on September 2, 
1999. Furniture, equipment and 
supplies are beginning to 
arrive.” 

She estimates a mid-August 
date for the ability to bring 


teacher supplies and equipment 
from the existing schools to the 
new one. 

An open house has been 
planned for the new building on 
September 1 from 4 p.m. to 7 
p.m. At that time tours of the 
facility will be conducted by 
members of the School Building 
Committee. 

McGrath is urging parents 


on a spring listing, the Dolbeare 
is between sixth and tenth on 
the list for a 64 percent reim- 
bursement. He is waiting for the 
new list due out soon to find out 
the latest position. 

Holmes also expects the new 
list to show that the second 
phase of the School Building 
Project, the construction of the 
new Woodville School will also 
be high on the new list for reim- 
bursement.
